It  is  some  twelve  years  since  I  first  commenced  the 
preparation  of  this  work,  but  understanding  the  hite  Mr. 
Tuttle  contemplated  publishing  the  title  to  the  Kip's  Bay 
farm  in  connection  with  his  then  works  in  the  course  of 
publication,  I  deenie<i  it  best  to  stop.  After  his  death,  a 
relative  of  his  cai]e<l  upon  me  and  exhibited  his  manuscript 
to  me  as  far  as  he  (Mr.  Tuttle)  had  gone.  On  examining 
the  same,  I  found  that  I  was  possessed  of  a  much  larger 
amount  of  material  than  Mr.  Tuttle,  and  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  great  cost  attending  the  publication  and  small 
profit  to  be  realized  from  such  a  work,  thought  it  best  to 
defer  completion,  and  only  now,  at  the  earnest  solicita- 
tion of  a  number  of  brother  members  of  the  bar,  have 
concluded  to  complete  the  work  for  publication. 

In  preparing  this  work,  I  have  endeavored  to  show  the 
title  out  of  the  Kip  family  to  every  part  of  the  farm,  and 
continuing  the  title  down  to  most  of  the  larger  parcels, 
which  subserpiently  became  vested  in  other  persons  and  by 
them  laid  out  into  City  lots.  For  the  early  History  of  the 
Kip  family  I  must  acknowledge  my  thanks  to  Edward  F. 
Delancy,  Esquire,  as  he  kindly  volunteered  his  services  in 
preparing  the  same.  The  balance,  from  the  time  of  the 
death  of  Jacobus  Kip,  was  obtained  by  me  from  public 
records,  interviews  with  living  descendants,  and  written 
communications  with  a  number  of  those  who  were  either 
descendants  or  relatives  of  the  younger  l»ranches  uf  the 
family. 

I  must  also  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  Richard  D. 
Cooke,  Esquire,  Dealer  in  Looks  and  Maps,  for  the  use 
of  a  number  of  maps  which  are  published  herewith,  made 
by  E.  W.  *k  J .  F.  Bridges,  late  prominent  City  Surveyors, 


which  were  not  of  record,  they  being,  as  I  consider,  of  the 
greatest  importance. 

There  will  also  be  found  published  herewith  all  of  the 
maps  of  any  importance,  whether  on  tile  or  recorded  in  the 
Libers. 

In  the  laying  out  of  the  work  I  concluded  that  it  would 
be  best  to  give  the  general  title  by  itself,  and  then  lay  out 
the  balance  in  sections,  and  thus  it  will  be  found  that  the 
First  Section  comprises  the  portion  South  of  the  Quarry 
Hill  lot,  between  the  Third  Avenue  and  the  Post  Road  ; 
the  Second  Section  being  between  the  Second  and  Third 
Avenues ;  the  Third  Section  being  between  the  Second 
Avenue  and  the  East  River,  and  the  Fourth  Section  taking 
in  the  portion  known  as  the  Quarry  Hill  lot. 

Care  must  be  taken,  in  following  the  title  to  the  various 
lots,  to  follow  first  the  partitions  among  the  Kip  family 
shown  in  the  general  title,  and  where  the  title  was  vested 
in  either  of  children  of  Samuel  Kip,  at  the  time  of  their 
decease,  to  follow  the  genealogy  to  ascertain  the  descendants 
of  the  one  so  dying. 

In  connection  with  this  work  will  be  found  all  water 
grants  made  by  the  ]\rayor.  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of 
the  City  of  Xew  York,  adjoining  this  farm  along  the  East 
River,  as  well  as  all  releases  for  land  lying  in  the  Easterly 
half  of  the  Old  Post  Road. 

I  desire  to  add  that  since  the  manuscript  of  this  work 
went  into  the  hands  of  the  printer,  I  have  made  a  personal 
search  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  at  Albany,  and 
also  had  the  assistance  kindly  volunteered  by  the  Assistant 
Deputy  Secretary  of  State,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  real 
estate  records  in  that  office  for  fifteen  years  past,  and  that 
no  patent  can  be  found  of  record,  except  the  one  which  is 
hereinafter  set  out.

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HISTORY  AND  GENEALOGY 

OF    THE 

KIP    F^4.A1ILY. 


The  foJloicing  account  of  the  Kij>  family  prior  to 
Jacohus  Kij)  of  Kip's  Bay,  who  died  October  frst,  1773, 
is  compiled  from  ^'Historical  JYotes  of  the  Kip  Family^'' 
hy  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  \Ym.  IngraJuun  Kip,  D.  D..  Bishoj) 
of  California,  pricately  printed  in  187 1:  ^'Contributions 
to  tJie  History  of  the  Kip  Family,'^  by  Edicin  R.  Purple, 
printed  in  the  K.  Y.  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Record,  vol.  1,  a  few  copies  of  lohich  i.cere  also  privately 
printed,  with  some  additions,  i?i  1877:  and  the  references 
to  members  of  the  family  in  0'  Callaghan's  History  of 
New  Netherland,  Broadhead.s  History  (f  Ketc  Yorlc, 
Holgates  xhnerican  Genealogies,  and  the  printed  calendars 
of  the  New  York  State  Colonial  JfSS.,  at  Albany;  the 
different  Historical  Documents  published  hy  the  State  under 
Dr.  0" Callaghan\s  editorship,  Valentine's  Corporation 
Manuals,  and  the  printed  Register  of  the  Marriages  of 
the  Dutch  Church  in  New    York. 

The  first  of  the  name  in  America  was  Hendrick.  or 
Henry,  Kype,  as  the  name  was  originally  written,  who 
came  to  !N"ew  Amsterdam  in  1635,  but  who  subsequently 
returned  to  Holland.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  wife  and 
,  five  children.  Among  the  latter  were  three  son.s  who  re- 
mained in  America.  To  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Com- 
monalty of  the  Manhattans  in  1643,  he  signs  his  name 
"Hendrick  Ilendrickson  Kypc,"  which,  accordiiiir  to  the 
Dutch  rule  of  nomenclature,  moans  Hendrick.  the  son  of 
Hendrick,  Kvpe.         .        , ,,         , 
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According  to  Bishop  Kip,  his  wife  was  Margaret  de 
Marneil.  Mr.  Purple,  however,  states  she  ''  was  probably 
Trjntje"  (in  English  Catherine),  but  mentions  no  surname 
whatever,  but  supposes  it  may  have  been  "  Droogh,"  as 
Jacob  Kip,  a  son  of  Hendrick,  gave  a  power  of  attorney,  in 
1647,  to  his  uncle,  Harman  Droogh,  to  receive  money  for 
him  from  the  West  India  Company  in  Amsterdam,  which, 
however  plausible,  is  not  conclusive.  Be  this  as  it  may,  it 
is  certain  that  Hendrick  or  Henry  Kype  had  three  sons, 
from  whom  all  of  this  name  in  America  are  descended,  and 
who  all  were  born  in  old  Amsterdam. 

These  sons  were  : — 

I.  HENDRICK,  who  married  Anna,  daughter  of  the 
Hon.  Nicasius  de  Sille,  First  Counsellor  to  Director-General 
Peter  Stuyvesant,  whose  descendants  were  the  Kips  of 
Kingston  and  that  vicinity. 

II.  JACOBUS  (in  English  James),  whose  wife  was 
Maria,  daughter  of  Johannes  de  la  Montague,  whom  he 
married  in  the  Dutch  church  in  the  Fort  at  New  Amster- 
dam, February  14th,  1654,  in  her  1 7th  year. 

III.  ISAAC,  who  married,  February  8th,  1653,  Catalina 
de  Suyers,  by  whom  he  had  four  sons,  Hendrick,  Abraham, 
Isaac  and  Jacobus,  and  one  daughter,  Cornelia.  He  mar- 
ried secondly  Maria  Yermilye,  widow  of  Johannes  de  la 
Montagne,  Jr.,  September  ISth,  1675,  by  whom  he  left  no 
issue.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  Bishop  Kip  and  his  branch 
of  the  family,  the  youngest. 

JACOBUS,  the  second  of  these  three  sons  of  the  first 
Henry  in  New  York,  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Kip's  Bay 
family.  He  was  bora  May  loth,  L631.  He  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  the  Council  of  the  Colony  in  1653.  In  1659 
he  was  elected  a  schepen  (alderman)  of  New  Amsterdam, 
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and  served  also  in  that  office  in  1002.  '03,  '05,  '73  and  '74. 
He  obtained  the  grant  of  the  property  on  tlie  East  River 
which  is  known  as  the  Kip's  Bay  Farm.  On  it,  a  short 
distance  from  the  river,  he  erected  a  family  residence, 
known,  down  to  its  destruction,  in  our  own  day,  as  "  The 
Kip's  Bay  House."  This  house  was  erected  in  the  year 
1655  ;  the  bricks  of  which  it  was  built  were  imported  from 
Holland.     Parts  of  it  were  rebuilt  in  1096. 

It  was  a  large  double  house,  with  three  windows  in  a 
row  on  one  side  of  the  door,  and  two  on  the  other,  with  one 
large  wing.  On  the  right  hand  of  the  hall  was  the  dining- 
room,  running  from  the  front,  which  faced  the  river,  to  the 
rear,  with  two  windows  looking  over  the  bay  and  two  over 
the  country  on  the  other  side.  Here  this  branch  of  the 
family  dwelt  till  very  long  after  the  Revolution,  and  pos- 
sessed it  till  the  estate  was  finally  sold. 

In  1851  this,  the  last  of  the  old  ''Bouweries"  of  the 
Dutch  regime,  was  taken  down.  The  house  had  then  stood 
a  hundred  and  ninety-six  years,  and  was  then  one  of  the 
oldest,  if  not  the  very  oldest,  house  on  Manhattan  Island. 
It  was  swallowed  up  by  the  growth  of  the  city,  and  Thirty- 
fifth  Street  runs  over  the  spot  where  once  stood  the  old 
mansion.  Over  the  door  was  the  Kip  arms  sculptured  in 
stone,  and  on  each  gable  the  date  of  the  year  of  its  erection 
in  iron  figures.  What  became  of  these  relics  is  not  now 
known. 

It  would  not  be  appro|)riate  in  this  publication  to  describe 
the  many  incidents  of  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  life  which 
this  ancient  farm  and  its  ancient  mansion  have  witnessed. 
Two  of  the  latter  may,  however,  be  briefly  n<^ticed.  It  was 
on  the  front  of  the  Kip's  Bay  farm,  and  almost  before  the 
house,  that  Sir  William  Howe's  great  army,  in  September, 
1776,  covered  by  five  frigates,  landed  to  capture  New 
York.     The  Connecticut  troops,  with  a  few  others  from 
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New  England,  who  liad  been  placed  there  to  oppose  them, 
at  the  approach  of  the  British  threw  down  their  arms  and 
ran  away,  refnsing  to  be  rallied,  althongh  "Washington  in 
person  tried  his  best  to  stop  them.  This  '*'  dastardly ''  con- 
duct threw  Washington  into  such  a  paroxysm  of  anger  that 
he  dashed  his  hat  upon  the  ground,  and  had  to  be  led  from 
the  spot  by  the  hand  of  an  aid  to  avoid  certain  capture,  if 
not  death.* 

In  tlie  Beekman  House,  then  his  headquarters,  at  52d 
Street,  next  above  the  Kip  House,  the  iinal  arrangements 
and  instructions  were  made  and  given  by  Sir  AVilliam  Howe 
to  Major  Andre  in  17S0.  The  night  before  the  latter 
left  to  meet  Arnold,  Sir  William  and  his  officers  gave 
Andre  a  dinner  in  the  dining-room  of  the  Kip  House,  then 
occupied  by  several  of  the  officers.  This  was  the  last  time 
Andre  met  in  life  any  of  his  brothers-in-arms.  At  that 
dinner,  though  Andre's  object  was  unknown  to  all  save 
himself.  Sir  William  Howe  gave  the  toast :  *'■  The  health  of 
Major  John  Andre,  who  leaves  us  to-morrow  to  return  Sir 
John  Andre." 

Jacobus  Kip  and  his  wife,  Maria  de  la  Montagne,  had

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The  last  of  tliese,  Samuel,  inarried  ^[ar^aret  Ilyekinan, 
of  Albany,  and  their  oldest  son  was  Jaculms,  baptized  IStli 
April,  1706,  who  died  1st  October,  1773,  and  was  the  father 
of  Samuel  Kip  of  Kip's  Bay.  From  this  Jacobus  the
